THE GREAT WESTERN LAND PIRATE. 

The first night of captivity—calculations—a 
gleam of light—a legal point—the robber’s wife 
—the convict alphabet—the mission—the two cou- 
riers—arrival of the sheriff—departure for Jack- 
son—the evil genius—the march—signs of trouble 
—the pistol shot—the severed bonds—frustration 
of the attempt at rescue—arrival' at, Jackson—a 
gloomy revelation—the examination. 

The crowd moved slowly on with the captive 
robber in their midst, but no further words were 
ehanged with the sullen here of the scene than 
were noticed at the conclusion of the last chap- 
ter. The destination of the regulators was to a 
tavern about half a mile distant from the scene 
of the arrest. There they intended to consign 
Murrell to the keeping of a special guard till 
morning, when he was to be removed to Jackson, 
the capitol of the county, for regulaf exami- 
nation and commitment to the prison of that 

ce. 

When the posse had entered the tavern, the 
pinioned robber was assigned a seat upon a 
bench, and a rope connected with the lashings 
of his arms was fastened to a staple in the wall 
behind. Twelve picked men were then charged 
with the-defence of the place and with the safe 
keeping of the prisoner, till his custody could be 
transferred to the legitimate detention of the 
sheriff of the county on the morrow. 

Though affecting a contemptuous indifference 
to the rude measures of his captors and to the 
gossip which passed between them, the mind 
of the marauder was keenly alive to every word 
that passed. No expression escaped the sifting 
of his thought and every precautionary direction 
that fell upon his ear, suggested ‘a counteracting 
plan. Inthe intervals of silence, when his ob- 
servation was allowed a respite, his subtle brain 
flew with an electric speed over all the vast net- 

work which his wily enemy had been weaving 
about him for the previous eleven days, and in 
its hot excursiens it sounded with a vigerous 
sharpness the strength of every mesh that 
seemed tenuous or tactile. Its flight was hope- 
less for atime, but at length it felt a thread 
which promised to snap under a well directed 
force, and to frustrate the whole elaborate fabric 
of his foes. 

He had heard one of the guards inadvertently 
remark that the Henning’s were under heavy 
obligations to the young man who had tracked 
him to the swamp, and he heard another say, 
that Hues was poor. These two expressions put 
together, as afterwards appeared, gave him his 

point, and that point was the hope that Stewart 
had been laboring for reward. 

The brightest thoughts are struck from the 
deepest gloom, as the most dazzling exhalations 
borst from a mephitic atmosphere.

rich ones for nothing, and Mr. Hues could not 
have undertaken this long and weary enterprise 
without promise of reward. Let me but estab- 
lish that fact, Mr. Hues, and your testimony 
aint worth a damn! You are an interested 
witness, sir, and your testimony is inadmis- 
sible. Here are several respectable and sub- 
stantial gentlemen from Arkansas, who declare 
that you admitted in their presence, that if you 
succeeded in trapping and convicting the prisoner 
you was to be rewarded. There is no soul 
present who can impeach their testimony, sir, 
and your hopes of gain dependant on the result 
of this trial incapacitates you asa witness. The 
Court decides to reject you. The rule is well 
settled in all the books and you must stand aside 
sir. Ah, you are pretty smart for your years, 
Mr. Hues, but you are, nevertheless, a shade too 
young. Are there any more witnesses for the 
prosecutions ?”’ 
When Murrell might have been supposed to 
have arrived at the conclusion of this inward 
peroration, his attention was drawn by a direc- 
tion which was given by the leader of the regu- 
lators to one of the band, to take a horse and 
ride to Jackson at once, and acquaint the sheriff 
with what had passed, that he might be present 
in the morning to give sanction to the removal 
of the prisoner. This appeared to suggest p sud- 
den idea to the robber, for he started up and 
looked eagerly around the circle as if to find 
some friendly face, but he peered in vain, for 
none of his adherents had yet come in. When 
about giving up the task he espied his wife on 
the outer edge of the throng, with her knuckles 
doubled in her eyes, and giving other evidences 
of grief equally appropriate to the occasion.— 
He beckoned her toward him with a motion of 
his head, but before she had made her way half 
through the press, her progress was checked and 
she was informed that no person whatever could 
hold communication with the prisoner. 

6s We ask no favors, sir! We ask no favors!” 
excleimed Murrell sharply, breaking silenee for 
the first time. “It was no thought of mine to 
atil'ct your sensibilities with a domestic scene. 
Jane, you had better go home. This is no place 
for you.” 

But Jane did not go home, for she received a 
secret sign from her lord and master which eon- 
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drew herself from the centre of the crowd, and 
then, after sobbing a moment on its edge, sidled 
round until she got against the wall behind her 
husband. Her object was to get in a position 
where she could observe his fingers. These 
could communicate in full what was denied to his 
tongue, for he had served a term in the peni- 
tentiary some years before, and when there had 
learned the deaf and dumb alphabet, which is 
common among convicts in all State prisons.— 
This is rapidly acquired by prisoners, and never 
forgotten, and is a perfect means of defeating 
the rigid interdict which forbids them to hold 
converse with their fellow-men. Murrell was a 
master of these digital signs, and, with a view of 
adapting them to certain domestic exigencies, 
had learned them to his wife after his discharge. 
He had found them of frequent and substantial 
service in the presence of third parties and sus- 
pected guests, and he was now about to avail 
himself of their advantages again. 

The wife of the robber soon gathered from 
the rapid movements of his hand a full commu- 
nication of his most urgent and immediate 
wishes. Withdrawing slyly from the room 
when his orders were complete, she slowly crept 
away from the vicinity of the tavern. Having 
at length made the distance safe, and looking 
cautiously around to see that no spy observed 
her, she flew with the speed of an Atalanta to 
the dwelling of one Watkins, a prominent mem- 
ber of the clan.

strange to say, the robber seemed to derive a 
counter exhiliration from its very violence. He 
seemed cheerful, bold, and confident, and wher 
he was summoned to arise and proceed with the 
Sheriff, he started up with alacrity, and pro- 
claimed himself anxious to advance at once.— 
As he stepped into the air, his eye met Stewart’s 
who sat waiting on his horse to follow in the 
retinue of justice. The betrayed marauder made 
a dead halt, as this hateful vision once more 
cursed his path. He evinced no special emotion, 
however, but gazed steadily for several mo- 
ments into the young mun’s eye, as if studying 
him, and then, without any evidence of hate, or 
scorn, or passion, passed coldly on. 


The Sheriff ’s posse was not considered large 
enough by the citizens of the pluce to make 
the custody of the marauder safe, and aumerous 
citizens, flinging their muskets across their 
shoulders, volunteered to strengthen the guard. 
There were many of these volunteers. Indeed, 
more than the Sheriff chose to see, but the right 
of the citizens to follow on wasa matter which he 
could not control and to which he therefore quiet.

When about half way to their destination, the

While passing through this portion, a pistol 
shot was suddenly heard from the right side, 
and upon the sound Stewart found his bridle shot 
in} two. A number of the guards instantly 
plunged off in the direction of the report, and 
for the moment the prisoner seemed to be for- 
gotten. The chance was not lost by Murrell’s 
friends, for taking advantage of the temporaty

‘| suddenly upon the prisoner, and thrust him to the 


left side. The result would have been a rescue, 
had not Mr. Deberry, with professional acute- 
ness, suddenly became impressed with the gus- 
picion that the pistol shot and movement of the 
crowd, were portions of aconcerted plan. He 
ordered the men back, and wheeling round, ene 
circled the prisoner with his own chosen force. 

“We saw a negro diving away into the thick. 
et,’’ said one of the guards, as he returned into 
the road. ‘It must have been he who fired the 
pistol.” 

‘And while you was seeing that, we came 
very near losing the prisoner,’ said the Sheriff. 
“ There are traitors in the crowd ! An attempt 
has been made for a rescue.” 

“You're right Sheriff, you’re right, for look 
here !”’ cried another guard, ‘‘the lashings of 
his hands are nearly cut through, they only hold 
by two or three strands,” 

“Then take my handkerchief and bind them 
anew. Close around him and suffer no person 
to approach within ten feet,” answered Mr. De-- 
berry. 

“There are traitors and guspicious persons 
amongst us !” exclaimed several of the crowd, 
and the exclamation fell loudest of all from the 
lips of Murrell’s men. Their ruse had failed, 
and not having succeeded in rescuing their lead- 
er, they now found it necessary to protect them- 
selves. They, therefore, went in front of their 
captain, taunted him with the futile effort that 
had been made, and reviled him in the grossest 
terms. This wasdone so earnestly that it be- 
came extremely difficult whom to suspect. 


Murrell paid no apparent heed to any of these 
movements, save bya slight smile which was 
intended to express his complete indifference to 





all that had taken place. 
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town, and thromgs;#bo had got the leadiay fes- 
tures of the story, flocked:ént to see tlie tobt 
and his conqueror. Stewart stood near by the 
Prigoner, but up to this time, according to his 
directions, all who knew him had called by the 
name of Hues. Deeming it however no longer 
of importance to continue this disguise, he re- 
quested his friends to address him by his proper 
name. 

The astonishment and confusion of Murrell at 
this unexpected revelation can scarcely be de- 
scribed, It was the severest blow he had yet 
received, and dissipated the main of his recent 

in a breath. 

Tastead of having to wrestle with an opponent 
who was a poor and obscure stranger, and whose 
character he might whistle down with an erdi- 
Bary effort, or whose life he might quench with 
tolerable impunity, he found he had to deal with 
a man who was in the midst of his friends, and 
whose cause and reputation would be tenacious- 
ly defended by numerous backers. 

Minds seasoned to extremity and peril, do 
not, however, long remain at the mercy of 
depondency, and when the court had assembled, 
and word was brought to bring the prisoner be- 
fore it, it was evident that the cloud had passed, 
and that he had recovered his former equan- 
imity. 

In his testimony before the committing court, 
Mr. Stewart confined himself to such facts as 
related tothe abduction and subsequent dispo- 
sal of Mr. Henning’s slaves. The deep laid 
and sanguinary plan for the negro rising, he 
deemed it prudent to withhold for the time 
for fear that its strange and almost improbable 
atrocity would challenge the belief, and cast a 
doubt upon his whole relation. This omission 
puzzied Murrell more than all the rest, and 
when the accuser got through with his testi- 
mony, he appeared to experience a great relief, 

Upon the testimony of Stewart, Murrell was 
faliy committed on the 8th of February, 1834, 
to await his trial, at the approaching May term.

The trial of this case commenced thismorning. The 
prisongy was brought into Court about 9 o’clock. He 
appeared in fine fesh and health, was perfectly calm 
a If-possessed, and more free from any appearance 
of enxiety than on the former trial. He was dressed 
ina brown coat, black satin vest, black cravat, and 
appeared to have fount his jail life quite agreeable 
every way. 

The Court was formed at 20 minutes past 10, and 
proceeded to the selection of a jury to try the case. 

Twenty of the panel were challenged—13 had ex 
pressed an opinion of the case—5 could not find any 
person guilty upon a capital trial. The jury was final- 
ly chosen, and having been duly sworn—the indict- 
ment read—and the prisoner arraigned—the Common. 
weaith’s Attorney, A. D. Parker, Esq., proceeded to 
read his opening address lo the Court and Jury. 

In the course of this appeal, Mr. Parker gave the 
following statement of the case as the one which the 
arguments and testimony of the prosecution would 
not fail to establish. 


“1 shall therefore proceed to place the evidence of 
this prisoner’s guilt of this offence of Arson before 
you, and will attempt to prove the following facts and 
Circumstances; Thaton the morning of 2ith of 
October last, a little more thaa an hour before sunrise

tween the bed and the fire place, with very little blood 
under it as it rested on the floor; that the bed clothes 
had been stripped off from the bed and from a bed in 
the next chamber, and carried to the head of the stairs 
and set on fire there; that large quantities of blood had 
in different places soaked into and through the feather 
bed in her chamber, under which was a straw bed; 
that the straw bed had been ripped open and a quan- 
tity of ignited matches placed among the straw ; that 
in the chamber of Mrs. Bickford there was a closet, 
around the walls of which hung her dresses, several 
of which were much burnt and were burning, and the 
wood-work of the closet was op fire—charred and 
burnt to a coal in several places ; that in her chamber 
were found portions of Tirrell’s apparel stained with 
bloods: that ‘he teft the‘house not wholly dressed, im- 
mediately before the fire was discovered ; that in the 
chamber was found, also, a wash basin partially filled 
with water and blood; that just after daylight Tirrell 
was seen to go from the house ; that he was seen in 
Maria Bickford’s chamber at nine of the clock in the 
evening before, and the house was then fastened up, 
that no one else was found or known to have come 
into it, or departed from it, between that hour nor un- 
til a until Tirrell then went out; that when 
last seen alive in the preceding evening Mrs. Bickford 
was cheerful and in good spirits; that for the last 
eight hours of her life she was alone with Albert J. 
Tirrell; that they had high and hard words during the 
t day; that he then stvod indicted for adultery with 
er, a few days before had been bailed out of jail 
by his frienda upon his express stipulation to leave 
her forever and return to his wife and children, and 
had also entered into a recognizance in Court to be of 
good behavior for six months; that in shameful viola- 
tion of these engagements he immediately sought her 
out again and passed his nights with her ina renewed, 
and under such circumstances, a more atrocious and 
adulterous intercourse; that a noise was heard in their 
chamber about four of the clock in the morning, some 
time after which he descended the stairs and stumbled 
going down, left the house, and just after daylight he 
was seen to go from Cambridge street into Mr. Ful- 
lam’s stable yard; that he called up Mr. Fullam, and 
told him he had got into a scrape with a girl, and the 
house was on fire; that he wished to be sent immedi- 
ately out of the city ina carriage; and was without 
delay sent down to Weymouth, where he concealed 
himself, and was secreted by his relatives, and the 
next nee Ress aeney being in the night privately carried 
off b brother-in-law, went to Canada and was at 
last found'in New-Orleans, where he was arrested and 
brought here for trial; that he has never pretended or 
attempted to prove that he was out of Joel Lawrence's 
house between nine of the clock on Sunday evening, 
the 26th, and — morning at daylight on the 27t 
of last October, and it will be rather late now to pre- 
tend an alidi, and more especially after his presence 
was expressly admitted in the former trial; that, 
whether — Ann Bickford committed suicide, or 
was murdered by his hands, he was there bodily pres- 
ent at the time of the homicide, and had powerful in- 
ducements and strong motives to conceal the cruel 
mode and manner in which she was killed; during the 
whole of the last night of her miserable life she was 
in his company alone, and xno mortal eye but his saw

They went to bed about 
9 o'clock, Was awoke about half past four by a heavy 
fall overhead, and then heard a person come down 
stairs, unlock the door aud go out. Looked out and 
saw a blaze and called fire.

Priscilla Blood—Slept that night in the opposite 
room with Mr. Patterson. Heard Tirrell and deceased 
quarrelling in the afternoon, and knew they slept to- 
gether that night. Wasawoke in the morning by a 
rush and stumble down stairs, and a sort of faint 
screech orgroan inthe yard. The vest found in the 
room was Tirrell’s. The rest of her testimony was 
merely corroborative. 

Wm. Patterson-—testified he was awoke by Priscilla 
and then recapitulated the description of affairs. 

Caroline L. Warren—slept in the basement of the 
house that night, and, on being alarmed by a voice 
up stairs in the morning, looked out and saw Tirrell 
leavethe house. It was just getting light. 


—— Hatch—a neighbor, testified to having run | 


in at the time of the alarm, and lent his aid to the ex- 
tinguishment of the fire. The bed clothes had been 
taken off the bed of the deceased and piled up before 
the door of the opposite room, and then set on fire as 
ifto prevent escape. The head of the stairs was set 
on fire in the same manner, and doubtless for the same 
urpose. 

. Mre. Hatch, the wife ofthe last witness, testified as 
to the cause ofher alarm. She lived next door; her 
chamber window was slightly up. She was awoke 
by a noise like the crying of a child. When fully 
awake, thought it was a man beating his wife. Next 
heard a scream and a strangling sound. When the 
strangling sound died away heard another scream ; 
then a heavy fall upon the floor. Then heard a man 
heavily descending the stairs. ’ 

Theodore P. Bowker—a fireman, testified to entering 
the house at the time of the alarm, and assisting Mr. 
Hatch to put out the fire. The rest of the testimony 
was descriptive of the scene already described. 

Edward Farnsworth, a baker, testified to assisting 
Mr. Hatch in putting out the fire. He left to attend to 
his bread wagon just as Bowker was coming in. 

Dr. Jos. Merierty—was a witness on the coroner’s

Witness told he should not drag any woman 
along the streets that way, she crying for help, while 
he was by. Witness is fifty years of age. 

James Bickferd, the husband was again called, but 
only testified to the long illicit intercourse between 
the prisoner and deceased, and other uninteresting 
points. The case was then closed on the part of the 
prosecution, and Mr. Merrill, the junior associate of 
Mr. Choate, opened for the defence. 

He commenced :by claiming the acquittal on the 
charge of murder, as a sufficient vindication of the 
prisoner forthe present jury’s purposes, though he ad- 
mitted that the charge of arson made, technically a 
different case. He clung tenaciously, however, to 
the point, that the prisoner having had his life 
jeopardized by trial, on a charge which could scarce- 

e separated by human reason from the present, 
should not be put in peril forthe second time. 

The next passed to what is doubtless to be the grand 
position of the defence and boldly assumed, that the 
probabilities were in favor of the presumption that the 
deceased committed the arson herself. 

“It is not an impossible nor an unnatural supposi- 
tion,” said he, “but that the deceased might herself 
have fired the house, preparatory to the suicidal stroke 
that was to terminate her miserable existence? Is this 
the first time in the history of the race, that a woman 
deprived or abandoned of her lover, has chosen to ter- 
minate at once her life and her troubles ina scene of fire 
and blood.” 

He then cited the fabulous sacrifice of Dido, who 
because her lover Enes left her, braided her hair and 
set herself on fire. 

Mr. Merrill continued until half-past four, when one 
of the jurors falling ill, he was obliged to pause, and 
the court adjourned over to the next day. 

THURSDAY MORNING, JAN. 14th. ; 

At the opening of the Court, Mr. Merrill resumed 
his argument, developing the fact that the counsel for 
the prisoner intended to rely upon the defence urged 
upon the murder trial, and to prove again that the ac- 
cused, if he committed the crime at all, must have 
done it while in a state of somnambulism.

Reuben Leud.—Lived in Weymouth ; knew Albert 
from a boy ; lived near a quarter of a mile off, and 
been with the family ; never heard of Albert’s sleep- 
walking ; ! lived five or six yearsago within aquarter 
of a mile of him. 

Rebert L. Cushing.—Known Albert from the time 
we used to g9 to school ; lived within half a mile ; ne- 
ver heard of this sleep-walking. 

Crese-eramined.—Have slept with him in. this city 
four or five years ago at Jefferson House ; never had 
any difficulty, except as boys; have slept with him 
several times in this city ; at the time I slept in the 
Jefferson House with him there were six or eight of 
us; there were no lamps burning. 

Mr. Parker then read and put certain letters of Al- 
bert’s into the case directed to his mother and others, 
while he was absent to Montreal, New Orleans, and 
other places, and in Boston also. 

The Court then adjourned to the following morning. 


SATURDAY, Jan. 17. 
(Rebutting Testimony Continued.) 

John C. Laughton, a turnkey in Leverett strect jail, 
testified that during the prisoners residence there, 
since March, 1845, he had not known or heard of any 
instances of his somnambulism. 

Joseph B. Walker—night watchman and turnkey in 
the same prison, testified that his duty was performed 
between 12 and 1 o’clock at night, till morning and 
that he had never known any instance of somnambu- 
lism. Seven witnesses were here introduced to im- 
peach the testimony of Eben Tirrell, which being 
through, Mr. Parker gave notice that he would waive 
much rebutting evidence that he had at command and 
would again rest. 

The defence then introduced eleven witnesses to 
sustain the character of Eben Tirrell for truth and 
veracity. Two of these testified they knew nothing 
about it; five that they had never heard of anythinz 

inst it, and four that they believed it to be good. 
Three persons were then called who testified that 
they had heard reports when the prisoner was a boy 
that he had been addicted to walking in his sleep. 

It was here proposed to close the case and com- 
mence the summing up, but on Mr. Choate, the senior 
counsel for the prisoner, representing his exhausted 
state, an adjournment was made over to Monday. 


MONDAY, Jan. 13. 

At the opening of the Court this morning, the wit- 
ness whom the defence had stipulated for, proved to 
be Grizert Simovnps—a watchman in the jail. This 
witness testified that, during the imprisonment of ac- 
cused in Levett st., he had once heard strange noises 
in his cell, and that, onrunning to learn the cause, the 

risoner appeared at the window, seemingly out of 

reath, and inquired what was the matter. Witness 
afterward saw a broken bench and table in his cell. 

This closed the testimony in the case, and Mr. Cuo- 
aTE, the eloquent counsel for the accused, commenced 
summing up in his defence. 

Mr. Choate made the former verdict his main reli- 
ance, and insisted that there was not 100th part of the 
evidence to prove the arson that there had been to 
prove the murder of which he had been acquitted. — 
He next assumed the probability of the deceased hav- 
ing committed suicide ; next the probability of some 
third party haviag slipped into the room and commit- 
ted the murder; and lastly impressed the prisoner's 
habitual somnambulism upon the attention of the jury. 
He spoke for six hours. 

Mr. Parker commenced for the prosecution at a few 
minutes past four. He met all the points raised by the 
able gentleman who had preceded him, by powerful 
references to the evidence and nervous argument — 
He spoke till eight o’clock, P.M., when the Court ad- 
Journed to give its charge in the morning. The ver- 
dict will, therefore, not probably be rendered till 
Wednesday. 





Court of Oyer and Terminer.

TRIAL OF RUSS, 
FOR THE MURDER OF HIS WIFE. 


In last weck’s paper we gave all the testimony in 
the trial of this man for the murder of his wife, and 


we now record the verdict of guilty and sentence of 
death. 


The District Attorney closed his argument on Fri- 
day, about 12 o’clock, and Judge Edmonds then pro- 
ceeded to charge the Jury at length on the law and 
evidence bearing upon the case. In allusion to the 
question of insanity, which was presented as the plea 
of the prisoner, he used the following language :— 


“Inmany of the States, whena party is acquitted, the 
law at once discharges him, and his friends may pro- 
vide a place for him, or he is in let loose on the 
community, but the law in this State is very different. 
Our Legislature made a law, which is now on our 
statute , thet ifa man is discharged on the ground 
of insanity, he is not to be again let loose on the world, 
but is to be sent to one of the lunatic institutions pro- 
vided by the State until he is brought before the Su- 
preme Court, or a Circuit Judge, and pronounced by 
one or the other of those tribunals to be sane, before 
he is again sent abroad in the world. Then the ques- 
tion presents itself simply in this aspect : shall he be 
executed, or committed for life to a lunatic asylum, 
or until he is discharged by due course of law? His 
Honor referred to the case of Klem, the German, who 
was tried forthe murder of a woman who resided in 
a shanty in the upper part of the city. He particular- 
ly dwelt on the case of Klem. He said he had been 
twice tried. On the first trial, the jury found that ho 
was not insane, and upon the second trial another jury 
found that he was insane, and acquitted him, upon 
which he was sent to a lunatic asylum; and the result 
has proved the correctness of the conclusion of the 
last jury, for his insanity has since proceeded, step 
by step, until he is now in the last stages of idiocy.” 


The jury retired about two o’clock, and at six, in- 
formed the officer in attendanee that they had agreed 
upon a verdict. 

The court was soon summoned and the prisoner 
sent for. He appeared but little concerned, but when 
ordered to rise to listen to the verdict, his countenance 
exhibited a deathly paleness. 

The foreman rendered a verdict of Guitty, which 
was responded to by each juror as he was separately 
called by request of prisoner's counsel, while the un- 
fortunate murderer stood aghast at the lasting record 
of his guilt, that was soon to usher him out of exist- 
ence. He was then re ded for sent 4 
On Saturday morning he was arraigned in the usual 
form, by the clerk of the court, and, on being asked 
what he had to say why judgment should not be pro- 
nounced against him, he answered “ Nothing.” 

Jupcr Epmonps then passed sentence as follows :— 


* Calvin Russ—You have been tried and convicted 
of the crime of murder. Every opportunity has been 
afforded you of defending yourself against the charge. 
Everything that could be urged in your favor has been 
listened to with patience, and has been carefully re- 
garded by both court rowed po’ You have been ably 
defended by your counsel, who have spared no excr- 
tions in your defence. You have been surrounded by 
your family and your friends, and have been sustained 
and aided by their sympathy during your trial and by 
theirefforts. You have, notwithstanding, been con- 
victed ; and it only remains for the Court, in the dis- 
cbarge of its duty, to pronounce upor you the sentence 
of the law. There is no doubt that you committed the 
crime, and that it was at your hands your unfortunate 
wife met her bloody and untimely end. The defence 
of eniy which was set up for you, after being care- 
fully and heedfully considere1 by a jury, almost 
of your own selection, has been overruled by 
them ; and their decision is, that the crime which you 
committed is justly to be ascribed, not to the prostra- 
tion of your intellect, but to the domination of your 
evil passions; and to that cause has their judgment 
attributed the bold and open manner in which the fatal 
act was done, and the features of atrocity attending 
it, the bare recital of which shocks every sensitive 
mind. You are, therefore, to suffer the penalty which 
the law has pronounced upon those who have violated 
its commandment; and we, who are its ministers, per- 
forming the last duty which devolves upon us, in pro- 
nouncing its sentence upon you, have but to express 
the fervent hope that the brief period of life which will 
be left to you, may be made available to you, in duly 
preparing yourself to appear before that Judge, to 
whom all hearts are open, and from whom no secrets 
are hid. The sentence of the Court is, that, for the 
crime of murder, of which you have been convicted, 
you shall be, on the 12th day of March next, hung by 
the neck until you be dead.” 


The warrant for his execution was then read and 
delivered to the sheriff, the condemned man was hand- 
cuffed and taken away, and the Court adjourned. 





TUESDAY 

The Court organized yesterday morning, but there 
was no case ready, and Judge Edmonds ordered the 
crier to adjourn the Court—having first set down the 
case of the Rev. Mr. Seyes, charged with an at- 
tempt to commit a rape, for next Monday week. The 
People vs. Crystal & Pollard, was called, and defend- 
ants not having appeared, their recognizances were 
forfeited. Some jurors were fined for non-attendance. 

The Circuit Court was also adjourned. 





A Row amonc tHe Evect.—In Accomac 
county, Va., a few Sundays ago, a gang ef ex- 
cited men surrounded a ethodist meeting 
house, and commenced an assault thereon with 
fire arms, stones, &c., while the congregation 
were at worship, They succeeded, by these 
violent means, in dispersing the people; and 
after having rtly demolished the house, 
drove off the clergyman and his family, with 
threats of further violence. The assigned reason 
for this shameful exhibition of mobocracy was 
the refusal of Mr. Hargus, the minister in ques- 
tion, to withdraw from the Philadelphia Confer- 
ence and join that of the southern division. 


The only remark that we have to make to the 
above is, that Mr. Hargus isnot of the stuff that 
martyrs are made of.

Trial for Grand Larceny.—Two colored men named 
Samuel Richardson and William Pomeroy, were then 
placed at the bar, on a charge of having, on the morn- 
ing of the 16th of November last, stolen two coats and 
a pair of pantaloons, alleged to be worth $36, from the 
store of Mr. John Major, in Canal street. 

On the part of the prosecution, a son of Mr. Major, 
deposed that while he was sweeping out the store 
about 7 o’clock on the morning in question, two col- 
ored men, resembling the prisoners, entered and made 
some inquiries, which witness was not able to answer, 
and at their suggestion went out for the purpose of 
going for Mir. Major; that on turning round after pro- 

eeding a-short distance from the store, he saw the 
colo men leaving the store, at the same time hold- 
ing umbrellas over their heads, although there was no 
rain at the time. Another witness, a girl, testified to 
having seen the accused leaving the store with the 
property alleged to have been stolen. Mr. Major, de- 
posed to the fact of missing the property on goitig to 
the store, and the value of the same. On the part 
of one of the accused, Pomeroy, who was ably de- 
fended, by J. W. Green, Esq., witnesses were called 
to show that the before-named prisoner was in bed 
in another part of the city at the time the larceny is 
said to have been committed. The jury found the 
prisoners guilty, but recommended Pomeroy to the 
possi of the Court.

sing counterfeit money. To accomplish his 
release on the first charge, one of the plundered 
firm even went his bail.

getting back their property, but would also run 
a lesser risk of being robbed at all. The com. 
promise system is a mere encouragement to 
thieves. It in fact offers freedom and the re- 
tention of one half, to any thief who is skilful 
enough to seize and secrete an amount of prop- 
erty before his movements are detected..

He had committed the murder two 
years before, in Barbour county, and a despatch 
had been sent for witnesses to identify him. One 
mote day’s delay would have slipped the mis- 
creant through one of the holes in the law, to 
prey again upon society. He was fully identi- 
fied, and now stands committed to answer for 
his inhuman crime. 





VoLunTEER Riot 1n NEw Or_eans.—The 
volunteers for the war are certainly exhibiting 
a very bellicose spirit in many parts of the coun- 
try. A few days ago, a body of them went toa 
house of ill fame in New Orleans, and committed 
such disturbances that the police of the Third 
Municipality were compelled to seize the ring- 
leaders. They attempted to set fire tothe house, 
but fortunately did not succeed. Bowie knives 
were also drawn from their scabbards, and 
wounds were inflicted. No life was lost, though 
several persons were severely wounded. We 
think it would be more creditable to these young 
men if they would reserve their heroism for the 
Mexicans.

Tue Disonpers wm Irtimors.—The Legisla-

The House referred the subject to the Judiciary 
committee ; and the Senate passed a bill author- 
izing a special term of the Circuit Court in Mas- 
sac county, for the trial of persons charged with 
crimes, and empowering the Governor to send 
an armed force for the protection of the Court, 
for the expense of which measure the sum of ten 
thousand dollars was appropriated.

A Trio of Rogues—Operations emong the Banks— De- 
tection of Rogue No. 1—Flight of Rogues 2 and 3— 
Arrest of Rogue No.2—Bush Whacking—.trrest ef 
Rogue No. 3—Description of the Party. 


Provipence, Jan. 18, 1847. 
Messrs. Camp & Witxes: 

Gentlemen.—Though the good character of our city 
makes me an unfrequent correspondent, there is still 
sufficient wickedness afoot to give employment to our 
officers, and enable us to make a figure in the world. 
Nothing of particular consequence has transpired here 
for several days until last Friday. On that day two 
men and a woman came here from Boston, evidently 
for the sole purpose of passing counterfeit money, as 
afterward appeared. The spurious money they 
brought with them consisted of notes on “ Connecti- 
cut River Bank,” of the denomination of threes altered 
to fifties. One of these they had succeeded in passing 
Pon the Cashier of the “ People’s Bank,” Pawtucket, an- 
other to the ‘Randolph Bank,” Mass., before they 
struck us, but the third fell at the ‘‘ Manufacturer’s 
Bank,” in this city. Being elated and rendered confi- 
dent with their success, they next tried the ‘ Mer- 
chants’ Bank ;” but Col. Tower, the shrewd teller of 
that institution, suspected the fraud at once, and re° 
fused the bill. After the man who offered it had gone 
out, he sent word to officer John M. Shaw, who, on 
hearing the story, supposed that the rogue had taken 
the alarm and most likely had proceeded to the rail- 
road depot to get away. He, therefore, sent for Col. 
Tower, and they proceeded to the depot together.— 
For sometime they saw nothing of their man ; but just 
when thecars were on the point of starting they dis- 
covered the gentleman slip from some place of con- 
cealment into one of the cars. He was of course taken 
into custody at once. The suspicions of the officer 
were then directed to the movements of a man and wo- 
man who abruptly left the train at this moment and 
made tracks toward the bridge. He started in pursuit, 
and they commenced to fly, but he succeeded in over- 
taking the woman just beyond the bridge. The man, 
however, had got a start and was meanwhile scamper- 
ing across the fields. Having secured the woman, the 
officer next turned his attention to the male fugitive, 
and in this pursuit some dozen of the neighbors joined 
him. While this earnest posse were dashing, in hot, 
haste, across the fields, Col. Tower drove to the Man- 
sion of Hon. Tristan Burgess, where two swift saddle 
horses were immediately turned out of the stable, the 
son of Mr. Burgess offering himself as a volunteer to 
cross the back of one, and proffering Col. Tower the 
use of the other. 

The arrangement was of course adopted, and to- 
gether these two gentlemen rode to Warren, in the 
hope to head the rascal. These combined movements 
proved effectual, and after a weary bush-whacking and 
picqueting and running, of three hours, the nimble 
footed rogue was finally captured. Thus ended an 
expedition which was shrewdly set on foot, and ably 
and energetically managed afterwards. It could hard- 
ly be excelled by any of the vigilant officers of your 
police, and certainly not by the ‘“‘ Moccasin footed” old 
ones that you sometimes deal so sharply with. 

The latter man gave his name as Frederick Rice. 
He is a foreigner and speaks broken. He is about 5 
feet 9 inches high, has dark brown hair and rather a pug 
nose. He worea blue cloth ooat and a cap of the 
same color with fur trimmed round it. The man ar- 
rested in the cars gave his name as Martin Keef. He 
is about 5 feet 7; has light brown hair, ard a nose 
pugged similar to that of the first. He wore acap of 
the same kind, but was attired in a brown overcoat. 
He has a fresh complexion and is rather stout built. 
His hands indicate him to have been a man accustomed 
to hard labor. Both of the above are about 30 yeurs 
of age. The woman is rather under size and appears 
to be as much as 33 or 35. She has a dark complexion 
and looks like a sister of the tallest man. They are 
ali foreigners and say they came from New-York. 
They were brought before the magistrate yesterday 
and were fully committed for trial. These are all the 
features of the matter that you will find interesting 
and I will therefore take my leave.
